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Boyne City Commission 
moves to renew One 
Water Marina operating 
agreement — Kirtland 
Products operating 
permit revoked by 
Planning Commission

At the January 22nd 
Boyne City Commission 
meeting, commissioners 
unanimously approved Har- 
bormaster Barb Brooks rec- 
ommendation to update and 
renew the operating agree- 
ment for the One Water Ma- 
rina with Glen Catt of Catt 
Development and, if the op- 
portunity presents itself, 
with Greg Krueger. The 
summary report of 2012 
showed a net Marina profit 
of over $12 million, with the 
City’s portion equaling over 
$7 million in revenue. The 
additional dockage, which 
can accommodate larger 
vessels, has the potential to 
draw even more water traf- 
fic to the marina in the fu- 
ture. 

Planning Director Scott 
McPherson reported that at 
the January 21st Boyne City 
Planning Commission Meet- 
ing, the commission voted to 
finalize the non-compliance 
order for Kirtland Products, 
revoking Kirtland’s permit 
to operate in the City. “We 
have run out of options and 
need to take this step,” 
McPherson told the commis- 
sioners.

The Union ain't what it used to be 


Dear Editor, 

The Union ain’t what it used to be. 

The state of Michigan abolished the 
workingman’s union in December 2012, 
done deal, just like the Mayan 
calendar. Not quite but the equivalent 
thereof. Workers no longer have the 
ability to petition for higher wages 
through collective bargaining, for- 
merly with force of numbers and prece- 
dent; workers no longer have job 
security via union protectionism. No, 
this decision doesn’t specifically state 
these tenets but these are the conse- 
quences forthcoming. 

The police and firefighters’ unions, 
however, are unaffected by this ruling 
although teachers and government 
workers are included. 7000 Michigan 
police officers state through their FOP 
spokesman that police are “held toa 
higher standard” than most unionized 
workers. Um. Perhaps double stan- 
dard would be more appropriate. 
Teachers are, like cops and firefighters, 
prohibited from striking via legislative 
decree but teachers have been known to 
test the system anyway. Cops state they 
no longer come down with “blue flu” in 
protest. But it’s all political since legis- 
lators don’t want cops and firefighters 
badmouthing them at reelection time. 
Teachers? Well, teachers are educated 
and everybody knows what that means 
—they might be Democrats. Well, that’s 
what Karl Rove said. O, it should be no 
secret that this is a Republican move. 
Republicans hate unions. Except police 
and firefighters’ unions — so far, but 
that’s coming too, just a matter of tim- 
ing and public opinion. 

All that the new law known as right 
to work really states is that workers no 
longer have to pay union dues but that 
they are free to partake of union pro- 
tection such as it is, though this will 
wane surely because union workers 
that pay dues call this the “free rider” 
clause. It’s easy to see there’s a blowup 
coming. Be not misconstruing: this 
was along range plan. The union’s 
back is now broken because the union 
basically began here in Michigan via 
auto manufacturing. 

“Hvery great cause begins as a move- 
ment, becomes a business, and eventu- 
ally degenerates into a racket.” Eric 
Hoffer of Detroit said that. No doubt 
he had Jimmy Hoffa in mind. Henry 
Ford and his industrialist buddies 
hired thugs to bust the union and that 
didn’t work. Business has been leaving 
this state in droves since prior to and 
following the Great Recession, if not 
for Mexico then some other state with 
lower wage rates or RTW laws. right to 
work actually translates to right to 
work for less in Orwellian speak. Pri- 
vate sector employers have already re- 
duced workers’ pay stressing “Right To 
Work”. What the law says is the oppo- 


site of what it means. But this is noth- 
ing new. By way of slogan the Michi- 
gan legislature has crumpled the union 
like a sheet of paper and tossed it in the 
trash. 

The plot here — yes, that’s what it is — 
was downturn in housing through in- 
flated subprime lending leading to fore- 
closure, Great Recession 
simultaneously, auto company near- 
bankruptcy, Wall Street banking on the 
bum, and legislative/executive bailout 
stimulus to resolve it temporarily. This 
led to and allowed for the unions to 
take a hit, with concomitant business 
flight to bolster it. It all fits tightly to- 
gether when combined and viewed as 
one objective. Conservative Republi- 
cans have been working at this scam 
for along time. The combination of 
circumstances was right and they 
made their move. 

Of course it’s the workingman and 
woman that take the hit, the ordinary 
people that broke through the barrier 
of the dual class system and created 
the middle class in the postwar years. 
Before that it was blue-and-white-collar 
rank-and-file workers, mom-and-pop 
business, and farmers versus capital- 
istic industrialism, big banking, land 
baron realtors, and an elite old-money 
legislative cronyism. Some workers 
abused union protectionism but most 
partook of the better wages with grati- 
tude, paid their union dues and bought 
homes, cars, and college educations for 
progeny, took vacations and enjoyed 
benefits and retirement. All this has 
been slipping away and is finalized by 
this legislative decision signed by the 
new Governor, a Republican business- 
man of course. 

It’s not over yet but we heard the 
death knell just as the Mayan calendar 
was expiring. The pendulum swing has 
reversed; we’re counting backwards 
now. The middle class stands deci- 
mated to prove it, home foreclosures 
verify, rich getting richer solidifies, 
poor getting poorer ratifies. Welcome 
to 1929 redux. Is this what they wanted, 
a reduction of tax base? Your taxes 
cannot support the infrastructure as it 
is. Minimum wage cannot support an 
individual much less a family. Tax, 
however, supports the lawmakers well 
enough. They want your labor and tax, 
not your wellbeing, hence workers’ 
taxes and fees rise whereas business 
tax decreases. Loss of unionization 
propels us back 80 years to Depression 
times. Remember this date on your 
Gregorian calendar, Black Tuesday, De- 
cember 11, 2012. No bloody clashes this 
time; the riot police are out in droves - 
they’re still unionized. This goes into 
effect April Fools Day, 2013.

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Doctors, Hospitals Partner to Coordinate Care for People with Medicare 


The Physician Organization of 
Michigan ACO has been selected 
as one of 106 new Accountable 
Care Organizations (ACOs) in 
Medicare, ensuring as many as 4 
million Medicare beneficiaries 
across the United States now 
have access to high-quality, coor- 
dinated care, Health and Human 
Services (HHS) Secretary Kath- 
leen Sebelius announced today. 

Doctors and health care 
providers can establish Account- 
able Care Organizations in order 
to work together to provide 
higher-quality care to their pa- 
tients. Since passage of the Af- 
fordable Care Act, more than 250 
Accountable Care Organizations 
have been established. Benefici- 
aries using ACOs always have the 
freedom to choose doctors inside 
or outside of the ACO. Account- 
able Care Organizations share 


with Medicare any savings gener- 


ated from lowering the growth in 
health care costs, while meeting 
standards for quality of care. 

“Accountable Care Organiza- 
tions save money for Medicare 
and deliver higher-quality care to 
people with Medicare,” said Sec- 
retary Sebelius. “Thanks to the 
Affordable Care Act, more doc- 
tors and hospitals are working to- 
gether to give people with 
Medicare the high-quality care 
they expect and deserve.” 

ACOs must meet quality stan- 
dards to ensure that savings are 
achieved through improving care 
coordination and providing care 
that is appropriate, safe, and 
timely. The Centers for Medicare 
& Medicaid Services (CMS) has 
established 33 quality measures 
on care coordination and patient 
safety, appropriate use of preven- 


tive health services, improved 
care for at-risk populations, and 
patient and caregiver experience 
of care. Federal savings from this 
initiative are up to $940 million 
over four years. 

The new ACOs include a di- 
verse cross-section of physician 
practices across the country. 
Roughly half of all ACOs are 
physician-led organizations that 
serve fewer than 10,000 benefici- 
aries. Approximately 20 percent 
of ACOs include community 
health centers, rural health cen- 
ters and critical access hospitals 
that serve low-income and rural 
communities. 

The group announced today 
also includes 15 Advance Pay- 
ment Model ACOs, physician- 
based or rural providers who 
would benefit from greater ac- 
cess to capital to invest in staff, 
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electronic health record systems, 
or other infrastructure required 
to improve care coordination. 
Medicare will recoup advance 
payments over time through fu- 
ture shared savings. In addition 
to these ACOs, last year CMS 
launched the Pioneer ACO pro- 
gram for large provider groups 
able to take greater financial re- 
sponsibility for the costs and care 
of their patients over time. In 
total, Medicare’s ACO partners 
will serve more than 4 million 
beneficiaries nationwide. 

The HHS issued a new report 
showing Affordable Care Act pro- 
visions are already having a sub- 
stantial effect on reducing the 
growth rate of Medicare spend- 
ing. Growth in Medicare spend- 
ing per beneficiary hit historic 
lows during the 2010 to 2012 pe- 
riod, according to the report. Pro- 


jections by both the Office of the 
Actuary at CMS and by the Con- 
gressional Budget Office esti- 
mate that Medicare spending per 
beneficiary will grow at approxi- 
mately the rate of growth of the 
economy for the next decade, 
breaking a decades-old pattern of 
spending growth outstripping 
economic growth.

Pulaski, who coordi- 
nates the newly-formed 
Tobacco Reduction Coali- 
tion of Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Otsego and 
Emmet Counties, said the 
Alba, Elk Rapids, 
Ellsworth and Mancelona 
Public School Districts 
have instituted policies 
prohibiting the use of to- 
bacco products within 
any building, within any 
vehicle or on any prop- 
erty that is owned, leased, 
or operated by the school 
district. They apply to all 
employees, students, con- 
tractors and visitors on 
the premises of the school 
district, and are in effect 
at all times. 

“Policies that guarantee 
a healthy, tobacco-free en- 
vironment demonstrate 
that being tobacco-free is 
acommunity norm,” Pu- 
laski said. “This rein- 
forces what students are 
already learning in school 
about tobacco use, and it 
supports the students’ de- 
cision to avoid tobacco.” 

More than 600,000 U.S. 
middle school students, 
and more than three mil- 
lion high school students, 
smoke cigarettes, though 
the U.S. Surgeon Gen- 


eral’s office reports that 
progress is being made to- 
ward preventing tobacco 
use among youth. To- 
bacco use is believed to be 
responsible for more than 
1,200 deaths nationwide 
each day. For every death 
that occurs, at least two 
school-age youth are tak- 
ing up smoking, and 
nearly 90 percent of 
“new” smokers begin 
smoking before age 18. 

“We congratulate the 
public schools in Alba, 
Elk Rapids, Ellsworth and 
Mancelona for recogniz- 
ing the importance of in- 
stituting 24/7 tobacco-free 
policies,” Pulaski added. 
“They’ve demonstrated 
their commitment to 
building healthier com- 
munities by putting stu- 
dents’ health first.” 

The Health Department 
of Northwest Michigan is 
mandated by the Michi- 
gan Public Health Code to 
promote wellness, prevent 
disease, provide quality 
healthcare, address 
health problems of vul- 
nerable populations, and 
protect the environment 
for the residents and visi- 
tors of Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Emmet, and 
Otsego counties.

The MVAA 
will be dedicated to improving serv- 
ice and benefit allocation to deserv- 
ing Michigan Veterans and is a 
significant step in addressing the 
needs of veterans, recognizing that 
a ‘one door’ approach to accessing 
state and federal benefits and pro- 
grams is needed to better assist 
transitioning veterans post-deploy- 
ment. 

“The agency will focus efforts and 
connect Veterans with the benefits 
they’ve earned,” said Maj. Gen. Gre- 
gory Vadnais, Adjutant General of 
the Michigan National Guard and 
Director of the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Military and Veterans Af- 


fairs. “I look forward to targeted 
public awareness campaigns and 
communication efforts that the 
MVAA will initiate.” 

Michigan has more than 650,000 
veterans with over 500,000 of them 
wartime vets. Depending on draw- 
down, we expect Michigan’s veteran 
population to increase by 8,000- 
10,000 per year. Under the current 
system, benefits and services to 
Michigan Veterans are housed fed- 
erally in the U.S. Department of Vet- 
erans Affairs and in 15 State of 
Michigan Departments creating 
multiple entry points and confusion 
for veterans seeking assistance. 

MVAA will focus on increasing 
awareness of veterans’ benefits and 
services, improving the state’s cus- 
tomer service delivery model, in- 
creasing efficiency and fostering 
collaboration between federal, state 
and local partners. With the recent 


accreditation of Michigan’s Veter- 
ans Affairs Directorate by the U.S.

USDA finalizes Microloan 
Program to assist small 
farmers, veterans and 

disadvantaged producers 


Agriculture Secretary Tom Vilsack today an- 
nounced a new microloan program from the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture (USDA) de- 
signed to help small and family operations, be- 
ginning and socially disadvantaged farmers 
secure loans under $35,000. The new microloan 
program is aimed at bolstering the progress of 
producers through their start-up years by pro- 
viding needed resources and helping to in- 
crease equity so that farmers may eventually 
graduate to commercial credit and expand 
their operations. The microloan program will 
also provide a less burdensome, more simpli- 
fied application process in comparison to tradi- 
tional farm loans. 

“T have met several small and beginning 
farmers, returning veterans and disadvantaged 
producers interested in careers in farming who 
too often must rely on credit cards or personal 
loans with high interest rates to finance their 
start-up operations,” said Vilsack. “By further 
expanding access to credit to those just starting 
to put down roots in farming, USDA continues 
to help grow a new generation of farmers, 
while ensuring the strength of an American 
agriculture sector that drives our economy, cre- 
ates jobs, and provides the most secure and af- 
fordable food supply in the world.” 

The new microloans, said Vilsack, represent 
how USDA continues to make year-over-year 
gains in expanding credit opportunities for mi- 
nority, socially-disadvantaged and young and 
beginning farmers and ranchers across the 
United States. The final rule establishing the 
microloan program will be published in the 
Jan. 17 issue of the Federal Register. 

Administered through USDA’s Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) Operating Loan Program, the 
new microloan program offers credit options 
and solutions to a variety of producers. FSA 
has a long history of providing agricultural 
credit to the nation’s farmers and ranchers 
through its Operating Loan Program. In assess- 
ing its programs, FSA evaluated the needs of 
smaller farm operations and any unintended 
barriers to obtaining financing. For beginning 
farmers and ranchers, for instance, the new mi- 
croloan program offers a simplified loan appli- 
cation process. In addition, for those who want 
to grow niche crops to sell directly to ethnic 
markets and farmers markets, the microloan 
program offers a path to obtain financing. For 
past FSA Rural Youth Loan recipients, the mi- 
croloan program provides a bridge to success- 
fully transition to larger-scale operations. 

Since 2009, USDA has made a record amount 
of farm loans through FSA—more than 128,000 
loans totaling nearly $18 billion. USDA has in- 
creased the number of loans to beginning farm- 
ers and ranchers from 11,000 loans in 2008 to 
15,000 loans in 2011. More than 40 percent of 
USDA’ farm loans now go to beginning farm- 
ers. In addition, USDA has increased its lend- 
ing to socially-disadvantaged producers by 
nearly 50 percent since 2008. 

Producers can apply for a maximum of 
$35,000 to pay for initial start-up expenses such 
as hoop houses to extend the growing season, 
essential tools, irrigation, delivery vehicles, 
and annual expenses such as seed, fertilizer, 
utilities, land rents, marketing, and distribu- 
tion expenses. As their financing needs in- 
crease, applicants can apply for an operating 
loan up to the maximum amount of $300,000 or 
obtain financing from a commercial lender 
under FSA’s Guaranteed Loan Program. 

USDA farm loans can be used to purchase 
land, livestock, equipment, feed, seed, and sup- 
plies, or be to construct buildings or make farm 
improvements. Small farmers often rely on 
credit cards or personal loans, which carry 
high interest rates and have less flexible pay- 
ment schedules, to finance their operations. Ex- 
panding access to credit, USDA’s microloan will 
provide a simple and flexible loan process for 
small operations. 

Producers interested in applying for a mi- 
croloan may contact their local Farm Service 
Agency office. 

The Obama Administration, with Agricul- 
ture Secretary Vilsack’s leadership, has worked 
tirelessly to strengthen rural America, main- 
tain a strong farm safety net, and create oppor- 
tunities for America’s farmers and ranchers. 
US. agriculture is currently experiencing one 
of its most productive periods in American his- 
tory thanks to the productivity, resiliency, and 
resourcefulness of our producers. 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture (USDA) 
prohibits discrimination against its customers, 
employees, and applicants for employment on 
the bases of race, color, national origin, age,

The consensus of the commissioners 
was to move forward in defining the 
needs, costs and available options, 
and then hold a public hearing, or se- 
ries of hearings, presenting those de- 
tails and seeking public feedback and 
input. 

Mayor Pro-Tem Gene Towne noted, 
“T would like to see us move forward 
on this with caution, taking care of 
our citizen’s needs first.” 

At the onset of Tuesday’s meeting, 
Michael Cain recognized the excel- 
lent work the City snow removal 
team has been doing in keeping road- 
ways clear during the recent severe 
winter weather, and commissioner 
Derek Gaylord and Mayor Pro-Tem 
Gene Towne echoed that praise at the 
close of the meeting.

Where to put the 
15 percent? 


Dear Dave, 

My employer recently 
stopped matching my 
401(k) contributions. To- 
gether, my husband and I 
make about $100,000 a 
year. Should I continue to 
invest in this option, or 
should I put money into 
an IRA?

Dear Linda, 

If possible, I would put 
100 percent of my retire- 
ment savings into a Roth 
IRA with good, growth 
stock mutual funds before 
messing with a non- 
matching 401(k). But re- 
member, my goal if you 
follow the Baby Steps is to 
be debt-free except for 
your home, and have an 
emergency fund of three 
to six months of ex- 
penses, before you begin 
setting aside for retire- 
ment. These are the steps 
that allow you to be pre- 
pared for emergencies 
and free up your largest 
wealth-building tool, 
which is your income. 

With your income, both 
you and your husband 
could open Roth IRAs and 
contribute $5,500 each in 
2013. That’s a total of 
$11,000 toward retirement 
next year, and it’s only 11 
percent of your income. 
With this in mind, I’d ad- 
vise going ahead with 
your 401(k)s after your 
Roth IRAs are in place. 
That would flesh out the 
remaining four percent 
and give you guys 15 per- 
cent of your income going 
toward retirement!

Setting up the 
kid’s car insur- 
ance 


Dear Dave, 

I’m divorced and have a 
teenager who will be driv- 
ing soon. What would be 
the best way to set up in- 
surance for the child? 

Mike 


Dear Mike, 

I suppose a break-up 
does change the dynamic 
somewhat, but with my 
kids I simply left the car 
in my name and paid the 
extra insurance cost for a 
little while. For me, still 
being in control of the car 
as a dad outweighed the 
additional money I was 
paying in premiums. Hav- 
ing a minor child running 
around in the world with 
his or her name on a car 
title is not a good plan. 

Then, when they turned 
18, I put each of their cars 
into their names. This, of 
course, was dependent on 
them behaving and acting 
responsibly. They were 
legally liable at that age 
too. I’m sure the insur- 
ance costs went up, but at 
that point the financial 
risk and liability factors 
were on them, not me. 

In this kind of situa- 
tion, especially because 
there’s more of a poten- 
tial for disagreements, I 
think I’d do it that way. 
Just put it in your name 
for now, especially if 
you’re putting money to- 
ward the purchase of a 
vehicle.
